REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
printed matter cannot be the only limitation that distinguishes the invention from the prior art. Applicant has argued that it is 
not printed matter. The examiner disagrees. The indicia on the gemstone is a series of etched on alphanumeric characters, 
which are considered to be printed matter. The applicant also argues that there is no teaching or suggestion of combining 
lasers with near-field optics with the formation of indicia on the gemstone. Agreed. However, there is no need to meet the 
method limitations of forming the indicia with near-field optics in so much as the structure that is implied by the use of such 
process step. The only structure given to the gemstone with the use of near-field optics is the size of the indicia. In response 
to this limitation, the examiner has cited court cases that have concluded that the change in size of the article is merely an 
obvious alternative in design choice. The applicant argues that their situation is not merely a change in size and supports their 
arguments stating that the indicia produced by the near-field optics is not iust a smaller size. The indicia produced by the near- 
field optics reguires less energy and therefore does not potentially damage the gemstone. Smith's laser etching does not 
damage the gemstone. Furthermore, the process of performing the etching from the near-field optics produces indicia on the 
gemstone. The other difference being that the size of the indicia is smaller than the indicia formed in the Smith reference. 
Applicant has failed to point out any structurally distinguishing features in the gemstone that would have resulted from using 
the near-field optics laser.
